Thus, by 1971 the combined tax will 
amount to 9.6 per cent of pay rolls for 
each $5,400 employ e, perilously close to 
the theoretical 10 per cent “ ceiling” above 
which it is said rates cannot be raised 
without risk of a political lashback. The 
tax began in 1935 at only one per cent 
each for employ er and employ e on the 
first $3.000 of annual earnings. 


A look at the coming tax rises has made 
Congress reluctant to authorize any m a­ 
jor innovations in the sy stem, such as 


financing medical care for the elderly 
through still higner Social .Security tax es. 
Yet it can be argued that people are 
willing to pay more to assure medical 
benefits for their aged relatives now and 
for themselves later.

The Italian Carabineri

Angry and courageous cara­ 
binieri officials here are doing 
what appears to be impossible 
back in the U.S. — cracking the 
m u r d erous 
Mafia, 
known 
in 
the United 
States 
as the 
Cosa 
Nostra. 
The 
cara­ 
binieri 
a r e 
especially 
ir­ 
ritated 
b e- 
c a u s e 
our 
g o vernm ent 
Victor aicwei 
insists on de­ 
porting Italian-born, but U. S.- 
bred leaders of the American 
crim e sy ndicates to Italy . As an 
ex ample, 
the police point to 
U.S. 
pressure on 
the 
Rome 
authorities to accept Chicago's 
suave, 
disdainful 
Capone 
era 
hoodlum, Paul 
(The 
W’aiter) 
Ricca, one of the protectors of 
Chicago labor racketeers. 
The Italians 
ask 
why 
we 
dump our gangsters on their 
country instead of imprisoning 
them. The carabinieri ask pri­ 
vately what political 
influence 
the thugs have in their home 
states which keeps them out of 
prison. 
There is the impression here 
that the U.S. coddles its tough­ 
est gangsters instead of b ailing 
them as Italy has done for the 
past 14 months in the first suc- 
ceful. drive 
againt the 
killer 
“ Honored Society .” 


ESPECIALLY 
EFFECTIVE 
is an Italian law which gives 
the carabinieri and the courts 
the right to move a Mafia chief 
or suspect from his home here 


or in sm aller Sicilian communi­ 
ties to far - off tiny villages 
where the Mafioso live in iso­ 
lation can 
be 
observed daily 
by local police. 
Since last February at least 
60 such secret society members 
have been sent more than 500 
miles from their home towns. 
Most of them now live in north­ 
ern Italy , here they must ex ist 
on less than $1 a day . They can­ 
not 
accept 
gifts 
or receive 
visitors. 
They 
cannot 
go 
to bars, 
movie 
houses, 
public gather­ 
ings, mix with crowds, partici­ 
pate in local politics or 
m e e t 
with 
groups numbering 
more 
than a few persons. They must 
be in their quarters by night­ 
fall and cannot leave the area 
whhout permission. 
The carabinieri disclose that 
no Mafia chief is too big f o r 
their dragnet. They have even 
ex iled the man they believe to 
be the don of dons, the leader 
of the entire Sicilian Mafia and 
therefore the man who has had 
direct links wifh the American 
Cosa Nostra for decades. He is 
Giuseppe Genco Russo, who has 
lived under a respectable fa­ 
cade for y ears in the small Sici­ 
lian town of Mussomeli. Evi­ 
dence of his Mafia link is in our 
Pentagon files as well as in 
carabinieri hands. 


IT’S 
KNOWN 
to 
but 
a 
few that he was the Mafia’s sec­ 
ond in command back in July 
1943 when our troops landed in 
Sicily . His chief then was Calo- 
gero (Don Calo) Vizzini, 
t h e 
leading citizen of Villalba. 
He 
headed 
the 
entire 
Sicilian 
Mafia. Therefore our military 


people contacted him in a suc­ 
cessful effort to gain help in an 
assault on the combined Nazi 
and still-loy al Fascist arm ies. 
This 
gave 
Don 
Calo 
g re at 
power. 
When 
he died some 
y ears after the war, his power 
went secretly to Russo. 
During the Don Calo - Russo 
reign, 
the 
Mafia 
murdered 
hundreds 
of Sicilians 
with 
machine-gun fire, 
lethal 
club­ 
bings and midnight drops into 
abandoned mine shafts. 
At least 105 policemen were 
killed by the Mafia, to the cara­ 
binieri's definite knowledge, be­ 
tween the w ar's end and June 
30. 1963. 
Towards the end 
of 
t h a t 
period the Mafia began 
using 
plastic bombs planted in fancy 
Alfa Romeo sports cars to kill 
its victims. 
Finally 
two such 
ex plosions in and near Palermo 
killed 10 police officers and the 
government decided 
to crack 
down. 
It 
has. 
More 
than 1.000 
Mafioso have been told priva'e- 
ly their day of terror and con­ 
trol of unions is over, though 
they still can inflict dam age. In 
addition to the ex ile treatm ent, 
the courts have been eschewing 
the old respect for “ honor kill­ 
ings.” 


SOME 
MONTHS 
ago 
21 
Mafioso 
were 
sentenced 
to 
term s ranging from 26 y ears to 
20 months for m urder or asso­ 
ciating with known criminals. 
Just the other day , another 62 
were sent *o prison and ex ile. 
This show of strength by t h e 
courts here and by the police 
who were aroused by the m ur­ 
der of their colleagues has be- 


gun 
to 
crack 
the legendary 
“ O m ertà” — which means sil­ 
ence on pain of death. 
Ty pical of the smashing of 
“ O m ertà” is the ac’ion of the 
“ Black Widow” — Mrs. Sera­ 
fina Battaglia-Leale Dressed in 
a long black dress and a black 
handkerchief covering her head 
and most of her face, she took 
the witness stand to reel off 
name after name in vengeance 
against the Mafioso who killed 
her husband. 
Defy ing 
“O m ertà” she has 
sent most of the 30 men in­ 
volved in the killing to prison. 
There are other such cases. 


THE ITALIANS realize 
they 
are 
taking 
ex treme 
action 
through their law of ex ile and 
tough sentencing as well was 
with the revocation of driving 
licenses, gun 
permits 
and 
through constant surveillance of 
suspects. But they say that the 
time has come to take Sicily out 
of bondage. They say to a ny 
question raised on legal rights 
that if is simply a m atter of 
writing new laws. They ask if it 
is better 
to have 
a Chicago 
where more than 950 men have 
been killed by the Cosa Nostra 
since the ’20s. 
And they say they are de­ 
termined to stop the growth of 
American - ty pe rackets, for­ 
merly unknown in Italy , such as 
muscling in on the distribution 
of vegetables, the waterfront, 
pinball machines, construction 
and the smuggling of narcotics. 
At least, say the carabinieri, 
if we don't approve of 
t h e i r 
methods, 
we might have the 
good grace not to send them our 
criminals.

Atlantic City nex t week. 
Mr. Rusk discussed, for ex ­ 
ample, the subject of control 
of nuclear weapons, and spoke 
of “ reckless deeds and words.” 
The news dispatches reported 
that he was rebutting Sen. Gold- 
w ater's comments. 


MR. 
McNAMARA

glowing and lengthy report on 
the fulfillment of the pledges 
made by the Kennedv-Johnson

He 
pointed out the deficiencies in 
defense found when the Demo­ 
crats took over in

enumerated the “ vast

openly 
commented 
on the Republican convention

platform. 
All this is something brand 
new in party politics. None of 
these high officers of the gov­ 
ernm ent had offered to testify 
before the Republican platform 
committee, nor were they re­ 
quested to do so, as it had 
been assumed they wanted to 
stay out of politics. 
Individual Republican 
mem­ 
bers of Congress have asked 
the State D epartm ent at differ­ 
ent times for information, such 
as “ position papers," on various 
subjects, 
but

they 
have been given copies of pub­ 
lic speeches previously deliv­ 
ered by departm ental officials. 
Political pla tfo rms o ften dis­ 
cuss foreign policy and criticize 
the opposite party ’s viewpoint.

Ambassador Stevenson, in ad­ 
dressing the United Nations, for 
instance, doesn’t speak merely 
on behalf of the Democratic ad­ 
m inistration or the Democratic 
party but presumably for all 
Americans.

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It’s most unusual, therefore, 
to see a secretary of state and

issues 
usually 
make, 
campaign speeches, but it has 
been a tradition for some time

partisan politics, because they

Foreign policy and national 
defense are bound to be dis­ 
cussed in the coming campaign. 
But there are plenty of Dem­ 
ocrats on Capitol Hill who can 
deliver barbs and innuendoes 
and outright attacks aimed at 
the opposition party without in­ 
volving the State Department 
or the Defense Departm ent in 
the partisan political game.

Writers 
Out of 
Touch

Columnists 
such 
as 
Alsop, 
Lippmann, Reston and others 
who customarily m ark off the 
conservatives as not even there 
at all 
(only 
the ex trem ists), 
must remain rather shaken af­ 
ter 
the 
Republican National 
Convention. 


Many of their readers still do 
not understand why the bulk of 
writers and commentators and 
pollsters who directed their bar­ 
rage against 
Mr. 
Goldwater 
could have insisted that voters 
were 
not 
behind 
the 
con­ 
servative c a n d i d a t e , 
even 
though 
convention 
delegates 
were there because of primary 
victories 
in 
some 
instances. 
Wishful thinking, do y ou sup­ 
pose? 
Apparently these communica­ 
tors are out of touch with the 
grassroots. Such observers are 
unaware that citizens have ac­ 
quired a new ability to evaluate 
issues. We have been in 
the 
front lines in this business for 
nearly 30 y ears. At first, 
the 
public was genuinely receptive 
to the conservative plea. 
Many were amazed, y et ap­ 
preciative, that any one would 
have the gall to oppose the col­ 
lectivization of America. 
The 
past few y ears have brought 
bitter attacks from the far left, 
but these have not stopped the 
great surge of rc - education 
that is reviving America. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE of orien­ 
tation in American principles is 
that being encouraged by the 
Public Affairs Department 
of 
the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States. One of the 
C h a m b e r ’ s recent “ Here's 
How” reports describes the Val­ 
paraiso, Ind., Chamber of Com­ 
merce as having sponsored sev­ 
eral series of training sessions 
in their area in a six - month 
period. On conclusion. 130 grad­ 
uates of the 8 -session s e r i e s 
were honored at their annual 
dinner, and this led to forma­ 
tion of new groups throughout 
the 
community . 
No 
ex perts 
were called in. Every thing was 
voluntary and local. 
Their 
annual 
program ex ­ 
plained it this way : “ An econ­ 
omy is the sum total of the 
work and the will of the people 
in it. Unless Americans under­ 
stand how our economy works 
and what it takes to make and 
keep it strong, stable and grow­ 
ing, we may not be able to 
meet the Communist challenge. 
If our free competitive 
en­ 
terprise sy stem 
is 
weakened, 
our most effective weapon 
in 
the cold war is sabotaged, our 
biggest advantage is lost 
and 
the balance of world 
po w e r 
may be tilted to the side of the 
Communists. . . .” 


SOMETLMES 
in the Cham­ 
ber’s public affairs program, as 
in Rapid City , S. D.. an individ­ 
ual asks himself what he can 
do about it and answers 
his 
question with personal 
action. 
There George Moses, a tailor 
who is largely self - educated, 
got hold of Chamber of Com­ 
merce m aterial and helped set 
up a speakers’ bureau. He join­ 
ed the Toastm asters to learn to 
speak, then went out and spoke 
to 100 audiences last y ear. He 
also has moderated courses on 
politics, economics, and Com­ 
munism 
for 
119 consecutive 
weeks and is said to still be 
going strong, intending to carry 
on indefinitely . This kind of ded­ 
ication is giving the people a 
new look at public affairs and 
citizenship responsibility . 
In Gastonia, N. C., the Cham­ 
b er’s m aterials were used 
to 
spark a series on economic ed­ 
ucation in classes at 
A s h l e y 
High School. This developed be­ 
cause the local Chamber had 
invited teachers to join discus­ 
sion groups it sponsored for the 
businessmen. Some very spirit­ 
ed classroom discussion result­ 
ed from use of Chamber m a­ 
terials in history and econom­ 
ics groups, with students taking 
a piercing look at Communism 
and comparing it with the Am­ 
erican sy stem. Their conclusion 
was that free enterprise must 
be defended and ' supported. It 
is the world’s best, they said.

Teaching Children to Read: 
How Early Is 'Too Early?

AP Educa tio n Writer 
The educational controversy 
about reading which is now rag­ 
ing which is not only how a 
child should be taught to read, 
but also when. 
Dr. 0. K. More, formerly at 
Yale and 
now 
at 
Rutgers, 
taught some three and four - 
year - olds to read with the use 
of an electric typewriter. Even 
at that time, several years ago, 
Moore wasn’t sure it was a 
good idea, and he is still doing 
research on the problem. 
Generally, the argument ag­ 
ainst too - early reading is that 
there are other ways a child 
can better spend his time in the 
pre-school years. 
Sue Moskowitz of the New 
York City Board of Education 
warns: 
“ Pushing the unready child 
into formal learning can create 
feelings of 
fear, 
inadequacy, 
and frustration, which create 
antagonistic attitudes t o w a fd 
school and learning. 
Pa rents Often to Bla me 
Miss Moskowitz said pressure 
by parents is often responsible 
for 
schools 
starting 
formal 
reading instruction in kinder­ 
garten, and “ many parents re­ 
gard precocious reading as a 
status symbol.” 
The idea of delaying the start 
of reading instruction is not an 
offshoot of the often - criticized 
“ progressive education” move­ 
ment. Russian children do not 
start school until age seven and 
neither do the children in Swed­ 
en and other countries. 
Dr. Eve Malmquist of Swed­ 
en reported at an American 
education convention, “ We find 
this late beginning age to our 
advantage. We have relatively 
few reading disability 
cases. 
The youngsters are more mat­ 
ure when they start to read, 
and they are better able to do 
the work.” 
Then there is the question of 
grouping children by their abil­ 
ity in the early grades. 
Morton Botel, reading consul­ 
ta nt and assistant superintend­ 
ent of the Bucks County schools 
in Levittown, Pa., has 
s a i d 
“ Reading retardation could be 


wiped out in this country, but should have more “ meat, zing 
we just aren’t organized to do 
it.” He said there are two fun­ 
damental conditions necessary 
for good teaching of reading: 
1. A “ non - graded” reading 
program, so that each child ad­ 
vances as he masters various 
levels — and not according to 
his age or the general achieve­ 
ment of his class. 
2. An outstanding library pro­ 
gram. 
Botel said that when children 
are not grouped according t o 
their abilities some youngsters 
fall behind from the start and 
never catch up. 
Building Confidence 
“ It is much better to build a 
child's confidence by g i ving 
him books he can read and un­ 
derstand than by putting him in 
over his depth,” Botel said. 
“ Surely, we don’t think we’re 
fooling the child, do we?” 
On the other hand. Dr. Wil­ 
liam D. Shelton of Syracuse Un­ 
iversity, 
another 
expert 
o n 
r e a d i n g , speaks for many 
teachers when he says that ab­ 
ility grouping has not yet prov­ 
en itself, and that it can lead 
to more problems than it solves. 
Among other things, ability 
grouping calls for a truly ex­ 
pert teacher who can diagnose 
the many different reading pro­ 
blems — and such teachers are 
in short supply. 
An obvious trend in recent 
years is the growing criticism 
of the reading books which ma­ 
ny school systems used. Some 
of them insult a child’s intell­ 
igence. 
Prof. Ruth G. Strickland of 
Indiana 
University says 
“ we 
are boring children to death 
with the way we teach them to 
read.” 
Boys in particular need more 
of a challenge in reading, Prof. 
Strickland believes. 
“ Boys don’t play house,” she 
said, “ they talk about space 
travel and rockets. So we give 
them a vocabulary of ‘oh-oh-oh. 
"Look-look-look.’ 
They 
don’t 
need it.”

Classroom Movies 
Are Made Easier 


Until recently, showing mov- 
iew in the classroom meant get­ 
ting out a complicated projec­ 
to r, finding someone to operate 
it, and then hoping the f i l m 
wouldn’t break. 


Now, thanks to the increased 
Use of 8 milimeter film an d 
simplified 
projectors, 
movies 
ca n be used frequently and eas­ 
ily. Such film and projectors 
ca n be operated by a child. 


The film is in a plastic car­ 
tridge, in a loop design so no 
rewinding is necessary. T h e 
child simply inserts the cart­ 
ridge into the projector (which 
resembles a television set and 
has its own screen), pushes a 
button and sits back and watch­ 
es. The film can also be stop­ 
ped at any particular frame so 
the child can study one scene 
more closely. 


Any number can view t h e 
film, so the teachet can spend 
time with one group while an­ 
other group watches movies. 
The new equipment does n o t 
require darkening 
the

room.
